AND YET— 

There are some other questions 
agitating officials here which the Ot- 
tawa report served to bring to light.

It will aleo combat vigorou the 
anti-American propaganda the 
German interests in Latin-America,

CONDITION INTOLERABLE. / 


“This intolerable condition was 
the cause of incalculable loss of 
valuable time and resources. There 
was a loud outery throughout the 
country in the press, and on the 
floors of Congress, at the lack of co- 
ordination. It was pointed out that 
in Great Britain and other Ally 
countries, there was some sort of 
central authority that exercised 4 
general supervision of all depart- 
ments of war activity, and thus pre- 
vented working at cross purposes 
and waste of money and energy. 

“The result of this agitation for 
co-ordination was the introduction 
in another branch of Congress of a 
bill creating a War Cabinet, in- 
tended to correct this flagrant dif- 
fidulty. I refer to the bill (8. 3583,) 
introduced by the Senator from 
gon (My. Chamberlain.) 

MUNITIONS DEPARTMENT. 

“There was also introduced into 
another branch of the Congress « 
bill to create a Department of Muni- 
tiomgs intended to confer central au- 
thefity upon a Secretary of Muni- 
tions of every branch and feature 
of the production of munitiona, 

“On February 6 of the present 
year the Senator from North Caro- 
lina (Mr. Overman) introduced into 
the Senate the bill known as the 
Overman Bill, which we heave under 
consideration at this time, which bill 
is understood to have the full ap- 
proval of the President. 

METHODS DIFFERENT. 

“While the objects desired to be 
obtained are the same, the methods 
proposed are quite different. The 
Overman bill propeses no War Cab- 
inet, and no partment of Muni- 
tions. In a very direct way it au- 
thorises the President to ‘make 
such a redistribution of functions 


enactment that it confers toc greac 
powers upon the President; that in 
authorizing the President to redis 
tribute functions among executive 
agencies—that is, to transfer pow- 
ers conferred by law upon one de- 
partment, to another department or 
agency, ts a seurrender of legisia- 
tive functions by Congress in favor 
of the Executive, and thus uncon- 
stitutional. 

“A vwery high constitutional au- 
thority In another body stated that 
under this law it would be feasible 
for the President to tranefer the 
powers of the Supreme Court of 
the United States from that body 
to any other governmental agency, 
and instanced the postmaster of the 
city of Washington. 

“Another high constitutional au- 
thority replied that if such transfer 
ef powers should be made the func- 
tion of the office so transferred 
woul4é have to be exercised in ac- 
cordance with the egieting laws gov- 
erning such office and functions. 

CRITICISM ANSWERED. 


“Mr. Speaker, I desire to call the 
— attention of the member- 
ship of the House to the fact that 
the authorization of the President 
to transfer functions from one de- 
partment or governmental agency 
to another, which is the principa) 
objection to the Overman bill, is 
not confined to that bill. Section 2 
of the Munitions Department bill, 
which had the support of most of 
us, which I have heretofore queted, 
empowered the President to transe- 


fer to the Department of Munitions 
any funds, ras or other prop- 
erty now in possession of other 


agencies of the government. and 
also ‘to make a like transfer of any 
powers or doaties now vested or im- 
posed, by statute or otherwise, tn or 
upon such agents or agencies in re- 
lation to such munitions.” It would 
thus appear that the transfer of 
powers was deemed as essential to 
teamwork, co-ordination, In the 
Chamberlain bill as it ie tn the 
Overman bill 
EMERGENCY DESCRIBED. 


“IT am not a lawyer, but I am 
fully conscious of the value of con- 
stitutional guarantees, and of the 
great dangers of autocratic power. 
In normal times of peace no such 
enactment as this would receive « 
moment's consideration at my 
bands as a legislator. 

“But these are not normal times 
We are engaged as a nation tn a life 
and death struggle with the su- 
Ppreme foe of the democracies of 
the world. We are in the position 
of a man who must have an opera- 
tion performed, or a number of 
operations, to save his life. Of 
course the man does not submit to 
those operations voluntarily and 
willingly. He hates and abhors 
them, precisely as we hate and ab- 
hor the necessary application of 
the surgeon's knife to our nationa) 
life and institutions. We hate to 
vote for laws that permit rude tn- 
terference with our national cus- 
toms, our liberty to travel when 
and where we please, our Ifberty to 
eat such food as we prefer and to 
sell or hold our crops, and to put an 
arbitrary price upon products. We 
hate to vote heavy taxes and bur- 
densome bonds upon the future. 
Still more, we hate to vote for laws 
to take from their homes our young 
men and send them to the scenes of 
bloody e¢onflict In Europe. 

“But we know that these thines 
are necessary to the continued life 
and Mberty of our beloved country, 
and realizing the full force of our 
acts, we unhesitatingly vote for all 
these things, basing our votes upon 
such measure of wisdom and fustice 
as God has conferred upon us. 

LOGIC OF SITUATION. 

“Agsuming that under the termes 
of the bill the President would have 
authority to transfer the powers of 
the Bupreme Court to the postmaster 
of Washington, what reason is there 
to think that he would do that or 


any other ridiculous act under the 


law? What reason is there to sup- 
pose that he would disturb the 
orderly working of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, or any other 
of the agencies of government not 
connected with the war optits nec- 
eesities? It is conceivable that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
might come within that category 
and if it did, why should not the 
power be exercised’ 

“Concentration of power we must 
have. In whose hands could it more 
properly and safely be placed than 
in those of the President of the 
United States and the Commander- 
in-Chief of our army and navy? 

INITIATIVE URGED. 

“There are some who would deny 
the President the euthority con- 
ferred by this bill on the ground 
that he sometimes makes mistakes 
in his choice and judgment of men. 
He has chosen a great many men

TO DO SUMMER WORK. 


MOVE has been started by «4 

committee composed othe 

women vice-principals of the 
various city high and intermediate 
schools here to organize the gir! stu- 
dents into units to help harvest the 
summer crops, and do various other | 
forms of patriotic labor. In a letter 
to Mrs. Susan B. Dorsey, assistant 
Superintendent of City Schools, Sa- 
rah L. Dale, chairman of the com- 
mittee, states that in the city schools 
there are 1132 girls needing work 
for the summer, 1992 girls willing 
to work if necessary, 303 desirous 
of working in canneries, and 793 
who are willing to be employed on 
fruit ranches. 

The letter states, in part: 

“Cards are to be prepared, one’ 
of which each girl will be asked to 
sign. On these there will be indicat- 
ed (1,) whether they wish remuner- 
ative vacation work, and what kind; 
(2) if they do not need patriotic work, 
what kind of patriotic service they 
will give, and the amount of time 
they can spare for it? 

“Committees of the vice-principals 
will take charge of assigning and of 
securing, where necessary, em): 
ment and service for the vacation 
period. In view of a possible short- 
age of ranch help, investigations are 
already being made to determine 
where help is most needed in dry- 
ing fruit and tn the fruit and vege- 
table canneries. 

“Tt is the plan to send, so far as 
possible, units of twenty or twenty- 
five girls to such places, with a cook 
to each unit, and a teacher as su- 
pervisor.

AN ARTISTIC PEN-SKETCH OF 
HER PERSONALITS.

Galli-Curc!! One year ago the 
name meant nothing to ue It might

ous Hun butcher, is dead. There has been 
no reference to a casualty affecting Von 
Hindenburg in the official communiques cir- 
culated by the Wolff agency, a fact that, in 
the minds of some, may lend additional 
color to the report. But the rumor is not 
euthenticated or verified 
The Times is not 


Von Hindenburg 
being still in the flesh and meeting 
peror Charlies. 

Von Hindenburg is essentially a man of 
blood and iron, an apt pupil of the school 
of Bismarck and Von Moltke. He vaulted 
into fame during the first year of the war 
when he planned the strategical coup by 
which a whole Russian army of invasion 
was destroyed in the Mazurian Lakes in 
East Prussia. Young Russian officers per- 
mitted their enthusiasm io unhorse their 
judgment and pursued an apparently-beaten 
foe until they found themselves in a posi- 
tion from which extrication was impossible. 
Hindenburg gave one of the first evidences 
of the quality of German kultur when he 
ordered that whole Russian divisions which 
had thrown down their arms should be 
driven back at the point of the bayonet into 
the marshes whose treacherous nature hs 
knew so well. His brutal comment that 
“dead men require neither guards nor food” 
was received with general satisfaction by 
the German masses; and they called him 
“The Butcher” to express their admiration. 
Whenever a German victory on the eastern 
front was followed by a wholesale slaughter 
of Russians the populace would approvingly 
sera “The Butcher has been after them 
aga ” 

Von Hindenburg was never able to repeat 
on the western front, however, the victories 
that he had won against the poorly-armed 
and half-disioya!l Russian troops. His blood- 
and-ron strategy has generally resulted in 
a wholesale destruction of his own troops. 
The fearful slaughters of ‘the spring drive. 
culminating in the

He is a man universally ad- 
mired and respected, and it is doubtful if 
there is a man in America, excepting our 
President, who is better loved. Was it In- 
gersoll who said that his idea of a perfect 
God was that of a creature who de- 
veloped from the lowest form of life up to 
man, from man to archangel and to, 


humanity from coal cerrier to King, and he | 
is esteemed equally by bath. 
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DEEP “REASON WHY.” 
Why this war? Many still ask it. 

Why are we In it? Strangely, many still 
ask that, too. And the fact that they ask 
it “under the hat,” honestly or otherwise, 
constitutes a menace to our efforts to win. 

There should be ho lack of patience or 
persistence in combating this menace, this 
furtive questioning which is equivalent to 
giving aid to the enemy. 

It is important to understand the main 
reason—deeply dangerous to all who wish 
to live as free citizens upon this earth— 
which led Germany to begin this war, which 
instigated her to commit that horrible 
wholesale murder, the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania. 

The Rev. Dwight Hillis, in one of his 
graphic lectures, describes many horrors, 
but says Germany's instigation was econom- 
le-—the exhaustion of her coal and tron; 
ber desire to possess French mines. Harry 
Carr, in his Checkerboard of the War, re- 
fers to that as a detail, a mere incidental 
stimulus in a long-laid plan of materialistic 
German kultur and military domination, 
which may be imposed ppon us all if Ger- 
many is not smashed on the west front and 
| prevented from developing the broad high- 
way she has opened toward the Far Wast. 

“Who rules Asia rules the world” might 
become a fact; but the “who” has not ap- 
peared, and must not be Germany unless 
we are willing to exchange civilization, lib- 
erty and democracy for barMariem, slavery 
and autocracy. 

We must recognize the REAL, BASIC rea- 
son for this war, and fight it. One ultra- 
thorough English writer on the subject 
takes the evolutionary trail and, logically 
enough, lays the blame on the ancestral 
protoplasm. That is going too far back. 
For us the problem is of more recent or- 
igin; of Germans, not of germs; of psychol- 
ogy, not biology. 

This gigantic conflict is a CLASHING OF 
IDEALS. 

Le Bon says: “The conduct of a nation, 
and hence its history, are derived from its 
mentality.” 

Patrick says: “The roots of the cause of 
the war are found in psychology. They lie 
much deeper than any political conditions. 
They are to be found in the constitution 
of the human mind.” 

Psychology is the study of the mental 
progress of nations and individuals—their 
ideas, feelings, desires, instincts, acts of 
| will, memories, reasoning, etc. 

German, or perhaps we should say Prus- 
sian psychology, as revealed to an aston- 
ished, outraged world, is the product of 
heredity, climate, topography and food—the 
last not the least. It exhibits a grotesque 
jove of obedience, of impulse toward phy- 
sical fighting as a goose-stepping mass and 
of desire to domineer. 

Circumstances after these traits, which, 
on the whole, have been trained for many 
generations in subtle antagonism to peace; 
the philosophy of force; the state supreme 
over the individual; belief in German supe 
riority; superstitious reverence for the Kal- 
ser; and, for war purposes, a belief in the 
efficacy of terror; in bestial ruthlessness 
an indifference to the cost, a delight in de 
struction; in dishonest propaganda. 

In brief, MANIA TEUTONICA; incapacity 
to understand the psychology of humans 
born and trained under more chivalrous 
standards. 

This terrible mania must be eradicated, 
on the firing line and behind it, over there 
and over here, by the high, patriotic con- 
centration of every atom of our energy*— 
moral, economic and physical—upon the de- 
cisive winning of this war. 


The chance of carrying an espionage act 
to points of danger or ridicule is indicated 
when a man is called a slacker and made 
the subject of official correspondence be- 
cause he happened to ask for two rolls 
with his meal in a cafeteria. Such inci- 
dents are more liable to furnish aid and 
comfort to the enemy than accomplish any 


purpose at home.

HF ABERDEENS. 

Their ex-Excellencies of Ireland, the 
Marquis and Marchioness of Aberdeen, 
seem to have suffered an embarrassing con- 
tretemps in New York when the military 
and film stars advertised to appear at their 
benefit party falled to turn up. The public 
demanded its money back and got it. 

This is an illuminating sign of the times. 
Tt really was not so very long ago that a 
Marquis and Marchioness would have been 
an all-sufficient lure in themselves; it was 
worth almost any price to hobnob with the 
peerage, don't you know, and no questions 
asked. But it will be recalled that when 
their ex-Excellencies were here in Los An- 
geles their mission, collecting funds for 
Irish purposes, was a frost. They were 
quite desolated at the lack of enthusiasm 
in their reception. 

Lord and Lady Aberdeen are in fact a wor- 
thy elderly couple, with much seal but not 
much perspicacity. The very fact that 
they should tour the country as pubjic 
speakers, both of them being inferiof or- 
ators, was in itself a distinct error of juds- 
ment. And the slides they were showing, 
depicting poverty in Ireland, mixed with an 
assortment of pictures showing His Lord- 
ship riding through the streets of Dublin 
as Lord Lieutenant, were a rather ironical 
exhibition of His Lordship’s own imperfect 
administration in that distressful country. 
And if they are still showing those pic 
tures when, after four years of war, Ireland 
is richer and enjoying a wave of commer- 
cial prosperity hitherto unknown, the ef- 
fect must be distinctly Gilbertian. It is no 
wonder that the Irish themselves resent 
being depicted before the world as grovel- 
ling tn self-helpless misery and mendicant 
misfortune. And that they do resent it has 
been shown in numerous incidents, as when 
one of Her Ladyship’s sanitariums in course 
of construction at Locan was burned down 
by an irate mob tn 1912. 

The incident recorded from New York in 
yesterday's news is rather poignant evi- 


dence that the personal popularity of the . 


well-meaning but rather futile patrician 
couple is rather dubious. Without Chariie 
Chaplin and Pershing'’s veterans the public 
would have none of them. It would almost 
seem to be time for their ex-Excellencies to 
remain efficiently “ex” and retire to do- 
mesticity. As an obscure, domesticated, 
suburban couple they would be beyond 
criticiam. The fierce ray of the limelight 
is not becoming to their particular style. 


HOT FROM THE HEART.

“Locate, eliminate and exterminate” all 
that is proGerman in language, in thought 

wherever found and under 
whatever guise. 

We fight the most desperate, hell-devised 
power which humanity has ever faced, and 
if we-show mercy it will be counted as 
weakness, and if we should punish not the 
guilty without any sentimental, neurotic 
ideas of morality such as those of degen- 
erate women who write scented notes to 
murderers and bedeck the cells of rapists, 
we would cease to have any individual or 
national morality.—[Manufacturers’ Record.

“HELLO” IN PARIS. 


A Telephone Girl Cures Harry 
Williams of the Blues.

PARIS, April 20.—The sweetest, 
most homelike sdund I have heard 
since leaving the States was the 
voice of a telephone girl—two of ‘em 
In fact. 

This is said in the most imper- 
sonal way, as I never saw the speak- 
ers. 

I reckon that the well-modulated, 
courteous and very American ac- 
cents of a hello girl dripping in at 
the left ear have much the same 
effect on a homesick reporter that 
the soothing hand of a nurse has on 
a sick soldier. 

In London for the first few days 
things seemed out of tune. People, 
while talking my language, gave it 
a variation. Even the servants, with 
their martinet training, seemed cold 
and distant. I would have welcomed 
a game of cards with the porter, but 
hesitated to approach him without 
a letter of introduction. Right then 
a stray dog would have seemed a 
g00d companion. 

I had plenty of letters and cre 
dentials, some of them addressed to 
those high in the councils of the 
nations, but these do not give you 
the sort of thing you crave. 

My very soul cried out for some 
thing solely and distinctly American. 

Then one day I ventured to use a 
London telephone for the first time, 
and asked for the number of a prom- 
inent publisher whom I had been 
delegated to see. 

“Central,” chirped the young lady 
back over the wire. 

I gave my number. 

She repeated it, giving that un- 
mistakable rising inflection to the 
thr-e-u-h. 

“Waiting?” in a kindly, solicitous 


ence. . 
Broken by a cheery, “Here is your 
party.” 

The whole thing sounded so much 
like Los Angeles that I could have 
given three cheers for the Bell tele. 
phone system, while I breathed a si- 
lent prayer that all the hello girls 
in the world might grusper and mar- 
ry well. 

The same condition of mind was 
my unlfappy lot during the first few 
days tin Paris. It seems to be my 
fate to have the blues during the 
first three days in each big city. 

The third day business prompted 
that I call up Mr. Sharp, the United 
States Ambassador. 

Not being hep to the French lan- 
guage, the hotel interpreter was req- 
uisitioned. He wrote down some 
figures and told me to make certain 
noises which sounded something like 
passy douse cinkante. I tried my 
best to gargle that-into the phone, 
but evidently didn't say the right 
thing because there was a female 
gasp at the other end. Then I tried 
harder and louder than before. This 
was answered by an uncontrollable 
giggle. 

“Whom do you really want?’ came 
back in perfect English. “Possibly 
I can help you.” 

“The American Ambassador.” 

“Oh, his number is 1250,” the same 
being spoken in my own language 
better than I can speak it myself. 
With my abalone-like ear wrapped 
around that receiver and listening 
to that voice I could have imagined 
myself in a certain well-known office 
at First and Broadway. 

This broke up the biues. 

I suppose’ it is only natural that 
the telephone befng an American in- 
stitution the system and habits of 
our own operators, and their way of 
speaking, should have followed it 
to other countries. 

Anyway, the hello girls are the 
angels of light who disperse the 
glooms in foreign lands. 

Paris, before the war the most 
cosmopolitan of cities, stil) retains 
that atmosphere. At the hotel where 
T am billeted there are French, 


American, British, Belgian and Ital- 


jan officers. Then there are a Ru- 
manian countess, a wealthy Cuban 
and his wife, a New York railroad 
contractor, a manufacturer from 
Spain, a planter from Hast Africa 
and a broken-down Russian society 
lady here from Petrograd to recover 
from a case of “nerves” brought on 
by the doings of the Bolsheviki, 
whose chief occupation is smoking 
cigarettes in a long holder and star 
ing at people through a high-pow- 
ered magnifying glass held bver one 


French ‘negroes, and especially 
those seen in Paris, differ materially 
from those in the States. For the 
most part they are taller, some of 
them veritable giants, while their 
hair is frequently bushy rather than 
kinky. They probably hall from the 
north of Africa, with possibly a 
strain of Arab. 


This is no place for a reporter tn 
the habit of making notes. That 
which he writes he must write by 
memory and observation. If he stood 
around taking down the names of 
streets or buildings or works of art 
or other things he might wish to 
use in writing he very naturally 
would be regarded with suspicion 
if not gently but firmly restrained 
by a policeman. It is the same in 
London, and to a certain extent in 
Washington. All this, however, is 
first-class schooling for the mind and 
tends to multiply the number of 
memory cells. I met the represent* 
ative of one of the best-known news- 
gathering associations in the world. 
He had two big books of newspa- 
per clippings, veritable encyclope- 
dias on the war, and almost invalua- 
ble for reference regarding dates, 
etc. However, be did not attempt 
to bring these across with him, fig- 
uring the officials might think he 
was gathering too much information 
regarding the war. Officials of the 
various countries at war cannot be 
blamed for these precautions at a 
time like this, and especially in 
France, where they have been pecu- 
Marly afflicted with spies. Germany, 
I am told, almost a generation ago 
sent mere children here to grow up 
with the country, learn its customs

selves off as Frenchmen or French 
women and in that Way carry on 
their espionage. It must be pleasant 
to live next door to a neighbor that 
violates your hospitality im peace 
times and shells your homes in war. 


There is one unusual! trait of the 
average European and that is his 
inability to tell you the 
of the city in which he lives. Trav- 
eling in the States, that is usually 
one of the first questions asked and 
most readily answered. Accost @ 
stranger in Chicago, Washington, 
Philadelphia or Baltimore and ask 
him the population and he will make 
you think that he been lying 
in wait for you. He 1 pall out a 
Chamber of Commerce pamphiet 
showing what the population was 
ten years ago, what it is today and 
produce figures to prove that its 
growth will be even faster in the 
next ten. In London, in Liverpool, 
in Manchester, In Crewe, in South- 
ampton, in Havre and ig Paris I! 
have yet to meet anybody who knew 
much about the population or 
deemed it of any importance. This 
difference is easily explained. The 
United States is comparatively new. 
There is intense sectional and ugban 
rivalry, and each city is trying to 
outgrow some rival. Over here the 
cities were built when the world was 
young, and their reputetions are al- 
ready established.

OROPS SUBJECT UNDER 
DISCUSSION.

EI CENTRO, May 13.~—Martin H. 
Bean, chairman of the food con- 
servation division of the State Food 
Administration, and Frank Suffel, 
Southern California representative 
of Ralph Merritt, conferred with the 
Imperial Valley Bankers’ Associa- 


tion régarding financing the barley, 
cotton and milo crops. 


It is imperative, the food repre- 
sentatives said, that the farmer be 
given fnencial advances on ware- 
housed grain, so that he can thresh 
it and get in a crop of mile. The 
warehouse and milling companies 
refuse to buy proffered barley, on 


the plea that they may lose if the 
Federal. government fixes a lower 
price than they paid. Small lots of 
barley are being bought at $2.75 
per hundred, but the great bulk 
of the 450,000-sack crop will have 
to stay in werehouse until it is 
dribbied out,‘or until Congress fixes 
a price on barley. 
The valley bankers 


promised 
financial aid to the limit of their 


resources. It is believed, however. 
that Los Angeles and San Francisco 
financiers will be asked to help, as 
at least two million dollars will be 
needed to finance the bariey, cotton, 
cottonseed and milo crops.

RAVNAL, DISCHARGED FROM 
THE ARMY, SUPPLIES UNI- 
FORMED MEN—JAILED.

SANTA MONICA, May 13.—"What 
would become of our army if all 
our young men should act as you 
have done?" asked Judge M. R. King 
in Police Court today of Louis J. 
Ravnal, ship riveter and discharged 
soldier, who pleaded guilty to sup- 
Plying lquor to soldiers. “Why, 
there'd be no army, sir,” replied the 
culprit. 

Ravnal, who its 23 old, de- 
clared that he had only been out of 
the army for three weeks, after a 
discharge for physical disability. He 
had served eleven months at Camp 
Kearny, he said. His only excuse 
was that he had been drinking. As 
a soldier, he was fully conversant 
with army regulations and the 
enormity of the offense, but asked 
leniency. 

“Your own condition at the time 
this offense was committed simply 
emphasizes the enormity of the of- 
fense,” said Judge King, “and draws 
attention to the good reasons why 
soldiers should not be supplied with 
tiquor, as it renders them incapable 
of distinguishing right from wrong, 
as you yourself admit. I cannot 
see my way clear to give you less 
than ninety days in the County Jail, 
with no alternative of a fine, as ydu 
have not only violated a city ordi- 
nance, the first violation and con- 
Viction under our bone-dry 


nance, but Sa have also committed

you six months.”
